PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE

cation to Congress.

.
Many Importast Recommendations Are
© Made In the Docunmisnt, Whish Deals
Intelligently and In Flaln Langasge
With Every Tople In Which the Na-
tlon Is Interested, -

WABHINGTON, Dee. 3.—Presldont
MeiTtuley's annual message wiis read W
Loth housen of the leglslature at the fiest
day's session today. The missage in part
I n% followw:

To the Senate and House of Reopreseén-
tatlves:

Al the oulgoing of the old and the In-
coming of the new century you be-
in the last eession of the Fifty-slxth
congress with evidences on every hand
of ladividual and national prosperity
and with proof of the growlng strength
and Increasing power for good of Re-
publican Institutions, Your country-
men will foln with you In felleltation
that Ameriean liberty Is more fiemly
esmblighed than ever before and that
love for It and the determination to
pfserve It are more universal than at
any former period of our history.

In our forelgn Intercourse the domi-
nant question hns been the treatment
of the Chines¢ problem, Apart from
this our_ relations with the powers have
been happy.

The recont troubles In China spring
from the antl-forelgn agltation which
for the past three years has galned
strength In  the northern provinoces.
Thelr origin lles deep in the character
of the Chinese races and In the tradi-
tlons of thelr government. The fele-
kraph and the rallway spreading over
thelr land the steamers plying on their
waterways, the merchaunt and the mia-
slonary penetratin®  year by vear
farther to the Interlof, became to the
Chinese mind types of an allen Inva-
slon, changing the course of their na-
tional lfe and fraught with wvague
forebodings of disaster to thelr bellefs
and thelr self-control,

The sect commonly styled the Boxers
developed greatly In  the provinces
north of«the Yangtso, and with the
collusion of many notable officiale of
the throne Kself, became alarmingly
aggreesive. No forelgner's lfe, outside
of the protected treaty ports, was safe.
No foreign Interest wans secure from
spolintion.

The diplomatle representallves of the
powers In  Pekin  strove In valn to
check this movement, Protest was fol-
lowed by demand and demand by re-
newed protest, to be met with perfunec-
tory ediots from the palace and evasive
and fotlle asurances from the Tsung LI
Yamen.

The Incrensing gravity of the condl-
tions In Chinn and the imminence of
peril to our diversifed interesls In the
emplire, as well as to those of all the
other treaty governments, were soon
appreciated by the government, caus-
Ing it profound solicitude. The United
States from the earllest daoys of forelgn.
Intercourse with China, had followed a
polley of peace, omitting no occaslon to
testity good will, to further the ex-
tension of lawful trade, to respect the
sovereignly of (s government and to
Insure by all legitimat® and Kindly but
earnest means the fullest measure ‘of
protection for the lives and property of
law ablding citizens and for the exers
clse of thelr benificent eallings among
the Chinese people. .

Mindfdl of this, It was felt to be a
propriate that our purposes should be
pronounced In favor of such course as
woutld hasten united action of the pow-
ers at Pekin to promote the adminis-
tratlve reforms so greatly needed for
strengthening the Imperinl government
and malntaining the integrity of China,
in which we belleved the whole western
world to be allke concerned., To these
ende 1 caused to be addressed to the
geveral powers occupying territory and
maintaining spherea of (nfluence In
China the clreular proposals of 1509, in=
viting from them declarutions of thelr
Intentlons and views as to the desira-
bility of the adoption of measures In-
suring the benefits of equality of trent-
ment of all forelgn (rade throughout
China.

With gratifylng unanimity the re-
sponses colnclded In this ¢ommon pol-
ey, enablihg me o see In the success-
ful termination of these negolintions
proof of the friendly splrit which ani-
mites the various powers interested In
the untrammeled development of com-
meroe and Industry in the Chiness em-
plre as a source of vast benefit to the
whole commercial world.

The president then lelts in brief the
story of the rescue of the legations,
and proceeds;

The policy of the Unlted States
through all this trying period was
clearly announced and sorupulously
cartled out. A cireular note to the
powers, dated July 8 proclatmed our
attitude. Treating the condition in the
north as one of virtwal anarchy, in
which Lhe great provinces of the south
and southeast hnd no share, we re-
garded the local authorities in the lat-
lér quarters as representing the Chl-
nese peaple with whom we sought to
remain In peace and friendship. Our
declared alms involved no war against
the Chinese natlon. We adhered to the
legitimate office of rescuing the im-
Jeriled legation, obtaining redress for
wrongs already suffered, sccuring
wherever possible the safety of Ameri-
can life and property in China and pre-
venting a spread of the disorders or
their recurrence,

As was then gald: “The policy of the
government of the United States ia
seek & solution which may bring uhux
permanent safety and peace to China
preserve Chinese territorial and admin-
istrative entity, proteot all righta
guarantesd o friendly powers by
tréaty and international law and safe-
guard for the world the principle of
equal and impartial trade with all parts
of the Chingse empire,”

Fuithtul to those proessiogs whicly
a8 it proved, reflected the views and
purposes of the other co-operative gov-
ernmentis, all our efforts. have been di-
rected toward ending the anomalous
situation In China by negotiations for
R settiement at the earllest poasible
momant. As soon as (he sacred duty
m\'inx our legation and its de-
pendents was accomplished we with-
drew from active hostilities, leaving

our legation under an ad guard
In Pekin as a channel of nege
and settlement, & course by
others of the Interested powers. Over-
tures of the empowered representatives
of the Chinese emperor have been con-
siderately entertalned.

The exposition of the resources and
products of the Western hemisphere to
be beld at Buffalo next year, promises
important results not only for the United
States, but for the other particlpating
countries. It is gratifying that the Latin-
Ameriean stutes have evinced the live
liest interest, and the fact that an me
ternationnl American congress will be
beld o the eity of Mexico while the ex-
position s In progress, encournges the
hope of a inrger display nt Buffalo than
might otherwise be practioable. The
work of preparing an exhibit of our ua
tonnl resources is making satisfactory
progress nnder the divection of different
oficers of the federal government aud
the various states of the union have
shown a disposition toward the most
liberal participation in the enterprise.

In my Jast annual, message I dwelt
at some length upon the condition of
affairs in the Philippines. While seek-
Ing to impress upon you that the grave
responsibility of the. future govern-
ment of those Islands rests with the
congress of the United States, I ab-
ftained from recommending st that
time a specific and final form of gove
ernment for the territory actually held
by the United States forces and in
which as long as Insurrection contin-
ues military arm must necessarily be
Hupreme.

Progress iu the boped for direction hos
been favorable, Our forces have skil-
fully controlled the greater part of the
Islands,overcoming the organized forces
of insurgents and ecarrylng order and
ndminlstrative regularity to all quar-
ters. What opposition remains 15 for
the most part seirterwd,

The president speaks of the appoint-
went of the Philippine commission and
his iustructions to that body, He con-
tinues:

"Colncldently with the entrance of
the commission wupon Its. labors 1
caused to be lssued by General Mac-
Arthur, the military governor of the
Phillppines, on June 21, 1800, a procla-
mation of amnesty in generous terms,
of which many of the Insurgents took
advantage, among them a number of
important leaders,

The present strength of the army is
100,000 men, 65,000 regulars and 85,000
volunteers. Under the sct of March 2,
1889, on the 30th of June next the pres-
ent volunteer force will be discharged
and the regular army will be reduced
to 2,447 officers and 20,025 enlistad men.
We have In Cuba between 5,000 and 6,-
000 troops. For the pressnt our troops
In that Island cannot be withdrawn or
materially diminished, and certainly
not until the conclusion of the labors
of the constitutional convention now
In sesslon and n government provided
by the new econstitution shall have
been estoblished and ite stabllity as-
sured. In Porto Rico we have reduced
the garrisons to 1,626, which Includes
870 natlve troops. There 15 no room for
further reduction here. We will be re-
quired to Keep a considerable force In
the Philippines for some time to come.
From the best informution obtalnable
we will need there for the Immediate
future from 45,000 to 60,000 men. I am
sure the number may be reduced ns the
Insurgents shall come to acknowledge
the authority of the Unlted States, of
which there are assuring indications.
It must be apparent that we will re-
quire an army of about $0,000 and that
during the present conditions In Cuba
and the Philippines the president
shoul@-have authority to Increase the
force to the present numper of 160,000,
Included in this number authority
should he given to ralse native troops
In the Philippines up to 15,000, which
the Taft commission belleves will be
more effective In detectlng and sup-
pressing guerrillas, assassins and |a-
drones than our own soldlers. I favor
the recommendation of the secretary of
war for the detall of officers from the
line of the army when vacancles occur
in the adjutant general's department,
inspector general's department, quar-
termaster's ' department, subsistence
department, pay department, ordnance
department and slgnal corps.

The president speaks of the rapld
growth of the postal service and ap-
proves the recommendation of the see-
retary of the navy for new vessels and
for more officers and men.

Actlon is recommended in the way of
Increasing the number of schools in
Alaskn, Progress i8 noted In the edy-

The clvil service commission Is great-
Iy embarrassed In It work for want
of an adequate permanent fores for
clerlenl and other assistance, Its neads
are fully set forth In its report. I in-
vite attention to the report, and es-
.pecially urge upon the congress that
this Important bureau of the publie
service which passes upon the quall-
fAeatlons and character of so large a
number of the officers and employes af
the government, should be supported
by all nesded appropriations to secure
promptoess and efliceiency. In onr great
progperity we muste guard agalnst the
danger. it Invites of extravagance In
government expenditures and appro-
priations, and the choseén represents-
tives of the peaple will, I doubt not,
furnish an example In thelr legisiation
of that wise economy which, In a seq-
son of plenty, busbands for the future.
In this era of great business aotivity
and opportunity caution & not untime-
ly. It will not abate, but sirengihen
confidence; It will not retard, but pro-
mote legltimate Industrial and com-
merclal expansion. Our growing power
brings with It temptations and perlls
requlring constant vigllance to avold.
It must not be used to invite conflicts
nor for oppression, but for the more
effective maintenance of those prinel-
ples of equality and fustice upon which
our Institutions and happiness depend.
Lot us kevp miwnys In mind that the

foundation of our government is jb-'

SBAN FRANOCISCO, Dee, 3.—Two
more of those fnjured in the Thanksgiv-
lng Day aceident died yesterday, moking
21 deaths in il Yesterday's dead am
Ellery Crandall, aged 12 and B, P. Ties,
aged 40, Nine of the dead were buried
yesterday,

The victims were watching a footLall
game botweon the Stantord and Univer
sity of Californin tenms when the roof
beneath them gave way, precipitativg
them to the floor of the factory. Some of
them fell upon the furunces and oue
mian of unkuown identity was burned al-
most to a erlap.

The crash of the fulling roof was heard
a great distance awny and thousands of
people hurried to the scene. Messages
were sent to the eity hospital and tue
morgue and the available ambulanees
were hurried to the spot.

There were more than 200 people on
the roof when it collapsed, Those for-
tunate enough to be'on a side section of
the building, burried down and helped
remove the ‘njured, The heat around the
furnnces was so great, however, that to
many no asestance could be renderaed,
and they slowly ronsted to death. Not
200 yards avay were 20,000 peope
watching the football gams and whea
the news becwme koown there was [n-
tense excitemont among them. The wah-
ers went through the cvowd calling tor
doctors and wany surgeons hurriedly lef
the game. "Tho living viethus of the d-
nster were inken to various hospitata,
The Southorn Paeific Hospital, witkin
two blocks of the scene was soon over-
erowded and maby of the wounded hav
to be torned away. They were hurr'
to 8t. Luke's, the receiving hospital ant
nearhy drug stores, Bo seatlered wors
they among the various institutions, thar
it was at first impossible to tell exactiy
how many were hurt or how seriouvy
they were injored,

The mannger of the gluss works realis-
el the danger hefore the accident ocene-
red and had sent for the police to compe?
the crowd to leave. Just as a squad of
offieers arrived the roof went down,

The fives ‘n the furpaces had boon
gtarted for the first time and the vaw
were full of lignid glass. It was upon
these that the vietims foll. Some wers
killed instantly and others were slowty
roastud to death,

The few who missed the furnaces rolt
ed off tagether with workuien in the glass
works snved the lives of many by pulling
them away from thelr horriblo postiog
place.
